■SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  0F__TKE  AREA^ 

Water  All  "source s'  'of  supply  Vere  maintained  in  a  satisfactory 
state,  free  from  pollution,  and  a  continuous  supply  to  all  the 
District  maintained.  The  supply  has  been  analysed  and  passed  as 
of  wholesome  bacteriological  quality.  The  Council,  however,  have 
decided  to  duplicate  the  existing  chlorination  plant  at  the 
Waterworks. 

Drainage,  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  -  Sundry  renewals  have  been 
effected  at  the  Clive  Works  and  the  effluent  here  and  at  the  Meadow 
Bank  Works  are  both  reporte_d.  upon  satisfactorily.  At  times  the 
Clive  Works  "are  overworked. 

The • two  original  Sewage  Disposal  Works  situated  on  the  banks  of  the 
Flashes,  though  improved  upon  from  time  to  time,  suffer  periodically 
from  the  effects  of  subsidence  from  brine  pumping.  Nevertheless 
with  the  constant  care  which  is  given  all  evidence  appears  to  show 
that  the  position  is  satisfactory.  Prolific  fish  live  in  the 
river  below  and  the  reoort  of  the  County  Analyst  set  out  below

Apart  from  a  rather  severe  outbreak  of  virulent  Diphtheria 
the  year  1941  passed  off  well#  This  outbreak  was  not  localised 
to  any  one  part  of  the  Town  and  resulted  in  the  notification  of 
55  cases  all  of  which  were  admitted  to  Hospital#  There  were 
7  deaths  from  this  disease  during  the  year  and  in  none  of  these 
cases  had  protective  treatment  been  given#  Whilst  it  is 
disappointing  to  record  that  of  the  55  cases  notified,  no.  less 
than  11  had  received  a  course  of  protective  treatment  during 
the  -year,  all  the  11  cases  responded  promptly  to  treatment  in 
Hospital  and  were  but  mildly  incapacitated  by  the  complaint. 

The  disease  amongst  the- non -immunised  cases  showed  itself  as 
a  grave  form  of  Diphtheria  and  possibly  this  virulence  of  the 
disease  explain

of  this  experience  the  doses  of  the  Diphtheria  "Antigen'1  was 
subsequently  increased  for  each  child  with  a  vi ew  to  securing 
a  higher  degree  of  protection  in  the  child's  system.

(3)  SCABIES  AND  'VERMINOUS  INFESTATION. 

The  Ministry  of  Health’s  Scabies  Order,  1941 ,  received  in 
November  of  that  year,  was  given  careful  consideration  by 
the  Council  and  as  a  result  of  arrangements  made  jointly 
with  the  other  Mid-Cheshire  Local  Authorities  4  Cleansing 
Centres  were  set  up  promptly  in  the  joint  area  and 
cleansing  work  on  a  vigorous  scale  started  in  January, 
1942. 


The  practice  of  home  disinfection  in  cases  of 
Infectious  Lisease  (including  Tuberculosis)  and  the 
eradication  of  vermin  was  continued  during  the  year. 
All  the  Schools  were  disinfected  at  least  twice  during 
the  year  and  12  houses  were  disinfested  for  the 
purpose  of  eradicating  vermin.
